T he Rock Creek w'orks, construct­ 
ed six years ago at a cost of $60,000 
and now described by engineers as 
practically worthless, 
will 
be 
re­ 
conditioned in an effort to deter­ 
mine just how efficient 
the 
plant 
can operate 
W hat the coat of re-conditioning 
the plant will be is not yet known, 
but council 
was 
informed 
at 
its 
regular 
July 
meeting. 
Thursday 
evening, that it will not be $30,000, a 
figure quoted by a representative of 
the engineering firm of Remington. 
Vossbury and Goff, 
Camden. 
New 
Jersey, which has been retained by 
the borough as its engineering con­ 
sultant. 
Re-Condition Plant 
W Dewitt Vossbury, a member of 
the engineering firm, who has been 
handling Gettysburg's sewage treat­ 
ment plant 
problem 
lor 
several 
months, was ready to give council an 
estim ate of the cost of all Improve­ 
m ents he deemed necessary to prop­ 
erly purify the tow n s sewage, but 
his figure was not presented when 
council decided to re-condition the 
plant at the least possible expense 
This decision, which may or may 
not result in further expencitures to 
insure perfect 
purification 
of 
the 
effluent, was reached after council 
heard O W Moore, of the bureau of 
engineering, state 
department 
of 
health, say the bureau would gladly 
help the borough with the opera­ 
tion of the plant after it is con­ 
ditioned. 
By-Pass Storm Water 
Even Mr. Moore said 
the 
plant 
needed some changes, chief among 
them a system to 
by-pass 
excess 
water directly into Rock Creek in­ 
stead of emptying it into the plant 
in periods of wet weather. 
Mr Moore made an exam ination 
of the plant, with members of the 
sewer com m ittee of council before 
the meeting began, Thursday even­ 
ing. and informed council that the 
sewage treatm ent works “certainly 
is not operating now " He said that 
at certain periods of the day, more 
itolids are going out of the plant 
than are going Into the tanks, and 
that the effluent war. worse than 
the raw sewage running 
into 
the 
plant. 
That was not news to coun­ 
cil Mr 
Vossbury having told the 
borough fathers the same thing a 
m onth ago. 
Lack of Operation 
"The glowing defect at your sew­ 
age treatm ent plant, as I see it, is 
lack of operation,'* Mr. Moore said. 
“The plant w'as not operated prop­ 
erly from the beginning, and con­ 
sequently has been growing worse 
steadily ever since." 
He pointed out, as Mr. Vossbury 
had previously, that the chlorinator 
was useless at present, 
that 
the 
weirs are not level, that the sludge 
bed is being flooded by Rock Creek 
when the stream is high and that 
the displacem ent of sewage in the 
settling tanks is not uniform 
As a result of his remarks, coun­ 
cil decided not 
to 
expend 
more 
money than is necessary to place 
the plant in the same working order 
that it was when new. 
T his will 
require the 
expenditure 
of 
some 
money, but Mr. Vossbury 
said 
he 
would be unable to give 
an 
esti­ 
m ate of the cost until after plans 
were drawn for the improvements. 
Contact Chamber 
The 
improvements 
contem plate 
the laying of a by-pass line from 
the inlet to Rock Creek, construc­ 
tion of a diversion 
chamber 
and 
contact chamber. 
The plant Itself 
also will be given a thorough over­ 
hauling under the direction of the 
consulting engineer, and afterward 
a representative of the depnrtment 
of health will come here to instruct 
the 
borough’s 
employes 
in 
the 
proper operation of the plant and 
conduct tests of the effluent. 
Council instructed Mr. Vossbury 
to proceed with the plans for the 
re-conditioning of the plant and to 
present them to council at a subse­ 
quent meeting. 
Presents Apparatus 
James B. Aumen, 
chief 
of 
the 
Gettysburg fire company, appeared 
before council and formally present­ 
ed the new piece of fire-fighting ap­ 
paratus to the borough. 
"The fire 
company is pleased to present this 
new piece of equipment to council, 
without a cent of outlay on the 
part of the borough," he said.

The heat wave that scorched the 
middle west for more than a week 
moved eastward Thursday Into the 
Appalachian region.

felt 
the 
scourge of a pitiless sun as the cen­ 
tral states grew comfortable again 
under clouded skies and occasional 
showers. 
It was still hot in most of 
the southwest. 
Thunderstorm conditions moving 
down the Atlantic seaboard gave 
some relief and threatened to break 
up the heat wave belore it reached 
the coast. 
“To Be Hotter In East" 
"It will be hotter In the east," said 
Government Forecaster W. P Day. 
at Chicago, “but not nearly so hot as 
ii was here.” 
Thermometers in the middle west 
that had held monotonously to 90 
and 100-degree readings for a week 
fell down to 70 and 80 Thursday and 
the sun-baked populace considered 
it cool. 
There were enough heat deaths, 
however, to bring the total to more 
than 1.100 
Forty-four died in Chi­ 
cago. 
many of them stricken on 
previous days; Cleveland added five 
more; St. Louis, where the official 
temperature Wednesday was 104, re­

Army

The Army band from the Carlisle barracks will render a con­ 
cert in center square Saturday afternoon beginning at one o’clock, 
preceding the address to be delivered by General Smedley D. B ut­ 
ler. 
The Marine officer will speak from the Pennsylvania m onu­ 
ment. 
Amplifiers have been erected to permit thousands to hear 
the general’s voice. 
General Butler will arrive in Gettysburg about 1:30 o’clock. 
He will motor here from York. 
At 2 o ’clock a motor procession 
will leave center square, accompanied by an escort of highway 
motor patrolmen, and will proceed to the Pennsylvania monument 
where the program will be held. 
A gigantic fireworks display will be fired from Oak Ridge, south 
oi the observation tower, at 8.30 o ’clock, Saturday night. 
The 
fireworks display will last about 45 minutes. 
Ample parking space has been provided on all the battlefield 
avenues and highways in the vicinity of the ridge. The display 
will be visible from the Harrisburg road, Biglerville road. Mum- 
masburg road, Lincoln avenue, the Lincoln Highway west, Howard 
avenue, Barlow’s Knoll and other adjacent spaces. 
Beginning at one o’clock Saturday afternoon, one-way traffic, 
south, will be observed on Hancock avenue as far as United States 
avenue. 
Guards will be placed on this avenue directing traffic un­ 
til after General Butler’s address.

markers. 
Many Signs to Go 
Many signs on private property j 
will disappear during the drive. The 
procedure to be followed Is for the 
highway employes to Inquire of prop­ 
erty owners whether permission has 
been granted for the erection of 
such signs near the roadway. 
If 
not, workers will remove the signs. 
When permission has been granted 
and the signs are not within the le­ 
gal right-of-w ay they cannot be 
disturbed. 
The most noticeable improvement 
expected as a result of the campaign 
Is removal of 
tattered, 
weather­ 
beaten 
and 
neglected signs that 
have outlived the agreement under 
which they were originally placed. 
Last year’s drive against illegal 
and unsightly advertising resulted 
rn removal of 32,000 signs. 
Many of the illegal 
signs 
along 
highways in Adams county are due 
to disappear before the end of the 
clean-up period fixed by the high­ 
way secretary. 
Local maintenance 
forces expect to be busy making the 
highways leading 
into Gettysburg 
and other county communities clear 
of view obstructions.

Thursday night, by the Gettysburg 


volunteer firemen and the G ettys­ 
burg camp of the Sons of Veterans, 
recalled the gloomiest hours of tho 
battle that was fought here 68 yea n 
ago between the armies commanded 
by Meade for the North ana Lee for 
the South. 
The first service, that of the fire­ 
men, was held in the Bloody Anglo 
off Hancock avenue, the scene of tho 
high water mark of the battle, and 
it commemorated the bravery and 
courage of the 72nd Pennsylvania 
volunteers, 
the 
fire 
zouaves, 
tho 
ceremony being completed by tho 
placing of a wreath at the monu­ 
m ent by Andrew Becker, oldest vet­ 
eran fireman in tile county. 
T he second service, conducted by 
the Sons of Veterans, was held a few 
m inutes later over the brow of a 
small 
ridge at the white-washed, 
clapboard structure which served as 
General Meade’s headquarters dur­ 
ing the three-day battle and where 
68 years be feme on the same day and 
at the same hour, General Mead# 
and his staff were holding a council 
of war on which historians believe 
hung the fate of the republic. 
Honor For Heroew 
"We shall best honor these heroes 
of the past by dedicating ourselves 
to the high purpose fem which they 
fought and died," Dr. Herbert C. 
Alleman. 
Gettysburg 
theological 
seminary, declared in a stirring ora­ 
tion at the Bloody Angle. 
A good 
sized audience had spread itself out 
before the temporary platform that 
had been erected near the rail fence 
that marks the poult where soldiers 
from the South fought rn a deadly 
hand-to-hand encounter with sol­ 
diers from the North after the latter 
had creased wide wheat fields In the 
face of terrific grapeshot from fed­ 
eral cannon

Col. E. E. Davis, 
superintendent of the military park 
presided and in a short introduc­ 
tory talk, paid tribute to the fire­ 
men who held the Bloody Angle dur­ 
ing the height of the battle 68 year?

Nearby stood a monument 
erected to Brigadier General Arrru- 
stead. of the Southern army, w ho 
died a hero after leaduig his men to 
the farthest point within the Union 
lines. 
Colonel Davis introduced Doctor 
Alleman, and after his address, An­ 
drew Becker earned a wreath and 
an American flag to the base of the 
Zouave monument and while the 
audience stood at attention and the 
band's drums roiled, placed them on 
the ground.
